The United States demands that 
Germany construct at least one 
Zeppelin, according to the agree- 
ment. The construction was 
blocked for a couple of years, but 
was finelly authorized, although the 
size of the ship to be built was re- 
duced and it was stipulated that it 
was to be a commercial] airship. 
The United States Army and Navy 
engaged in a controversy as to 
who was to get the craft, but it 
finaily was ruled that it would be 
given to the Navy.

The new Zeppelin isthe latest 
thing. embodying all the lessons 
taught in the war, and its posses- 
sion will give the United States 
secrets ag to construction which it 
hoped to obtain in buying the un- 
successful] British model.

Most all their training was 
done in gymnasiums, causing their 
muscles to become bulgy and knot- 
ty, not lithe and quick like those of 
the Americans’.

Andersson's natural ability to 
pick out ways for improvement in 
us athletic events caused his 
fame as a trainer and coach soon 
to spread throughout Europe and 
he was signed by the Czar to head 
athletics in Russia. As he had no 
chance to work in developing ath- 
letes during the war except in the 
officers’ school, he was sent to 
America to study the styles of some 
of the famous Yankee athletes. 
It was on this trip that Anders- 
son firat visited Los Angoles, com- 
ing mainly to study the hurdling 
form of Fred Kelly and Earl 
Thomson, who were then starring 
in athletics at the University of 
Southern California.

IS COMING 
FROM ITALY 


Pugnacious Figure of 

Literati to Lecture in 

United States 

[BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVS DISPATCH. 
(Copyright, 1983, Public Ledger.) 

ROME, June 24.—Signor Gius- 
eppe Prezzolini, a notable figure in 
the Italian literary and joyrnalistic 
‘world, left here for New York re- 
cently to give a course of lectures 
at Columbia University on mod- 
ern Italian literature. 

Just how much modern Itallan 
literature owes to Pressolint, it 
would be hard to say. He has 
been called an impresario of other 
men's talents, in the sense that he 
has always been a discoverer of 
fresh genius, a raliying-point for 
movements and ideals. 

Though Prezzolini has some dos- 
en volumes to his credit, he will 
be known in the literary history 
of this time chiefly as the man 
who ran La Voce in Florence, an 
undertaking not dissimilar to Pe- 
guy's “Cahier d' Aujourdhui.” 
Round the Voce and Pressolini 
there gathered in Florence at the 
time of the rising of the young 
Italian literary movement men like 
Papini, Borgese (whese novel 
“Rube,” has recently appeared in 
America,) Coffici, Palaszeschi, Am- 
endola and many others. 

Prezzolini may take credit to 
himself for having been the first 
man to spread Croce’'s works 
abroad when that writer was only 
too little known even in his own 
country. A fighting figure, Prezzo- 
Unt has been in scores of literary 
battles, and more than once liter- 
ary polemics have been followed 
by fisticuffs, On one occasion in 
the old days Prezzolini came as 
near to having a fight with Mari- 
netti as is possible when a group 
of friends are desperately endeav- 
oring to separate the would-be 
combatants. 

Among other subjects on which 
Pregzolini will lecture is the mod- 
ern Italian theater and Pirandello.

Passed by Council 
Budget Approval Meeting to 
be Next Thursday 
Expenditure Rise Planned in 
All Departments 


enact early this week the neces- 
Sary changes in ordinances in- 
creasing the salaries of several 
thousand city employees between $5 
and $15 a month each to take ef- 
fect next Monday. This blankei 
increase in salaries for all city 
employees whose pay was not 
raised during the fiscal year just 
closing was introduced into the 
Council several months ago by 
President Criswell and authorized. 
but now it is necessary to revise 
the salary ordinances to make the 
“blanket” rise as well as other in- 


effective on July 1. 

Among these salary rises were 
$50 a month increases each. for 
Police Chief Oaks, Fire Chief Scott 
and Health Commissioner Powers 
as well as rises ranging from $15 
to $50 a month for other chief 
deputies and officials in various city 
departments. 

Appropriations to finance these 
salary changes have been pro- 
vided for in the budget of expend- 
itures for the city government for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1. 
These department 
will exceed $16,000,000, or $5,000,- 
000 more than was required to con- 
duct the city government during 
the fiscal year just closing. 

In addition to salary rises, the 
police and fire departments have 
been increased during the fiscal 
year and will be further increased 
during the next months. More 
than 400 policemen are to be added 
to the force, 
the recommendations of Chief Oaks 


sonnel must increased about 
500 men to man the new fire houses 
being built and equipped under the 
82.50, fire Bond issue author- 
ized last November, and due to the 
growth of the city additional em- 
ployees have been added and more 
will be needed next year for he 
engineering, building and other de- 
partments.

ernoon, in fact when the chill of 
the early evening has started. It is 
always advisable to carry a pail of 
water wher cutting roses, so that 
as soon as the blooms have been 
cut they can be plunged into it 
and commence absorbing water. 
Before arranging them in the vases 
they are to fill they should be 
plunged and left in deep water for 
at least two hours, after all the 
thorns and the greater number of 
leaves have been removed. It is 
also a good plan to slit the stems 
up for a couple of inches. Do not 
use cold water, as it will make 
some roses collapse, particularly 
the reds and yellow. The water 
used should be the same temper- 
ature as the atmosphere. If these 
suggestions are followed you will 
find that roses will last two or 
three days during the hot weath- 
er and a day or two longer as the 
weather gets cooler.
